The soldier of long and faithful ser- 
vice, and filled with the love of Gar- 
field that all loyal people had, and as 
indignant over Guiteau's crime, and 
placed in the rain and storm to guard 
the guilty wretch—against whom? 
The American people, all of whom 
wanted the wretch killed, and nine- 
tenths of whom would have killed him 
if they could have laid their hands on 
him. In a moment of the righteous 
rage that everybody felt, hightened by 
what he felt an indignity to himself in 
his staying in the storm and cold to 
defend such a brute, he shot in the 
direction he supposed the miscreant to 
be.

It ap- 
pears that great care must be taken in 
the selection of the homestead, or the 
whole proceeding will be void; and 
further legislative enactment may be 
necessary to fully secure and protect 
these important rights. We invite at- 
tention to the following decision of 
our Supreme Court, filed the 5th in- 


stant: 
Ham 
vs. 7,460. 
SANTA Rosa Bank, ET AL. 


Defendant Juilliard and wife filed a 
declaration of homestead in which they 
estimated the value of the property 
claimed as a homestead at eight thou- 
sand dollars. Did they acquire any 
homestead right by the declaration? 
Section 1,260 of the Civil Code pro- 
vides that a homestead may be select- 
ed and claimed” by the head of a fam- 
ily “of not exceeding five thousand 
dollars in value.” Sections 1,262 and 
1,263 provide the mode by which a 
homestead “may be selected.“ The 
fourth sub-division of the last named 
section requires that the “declaration 
of homestead,” to be executed and 
acknowledged by the claimant, shall 
contain an estimate of the actual cash 
value” of the premises claimed as a 
homestead. 

The statute contemplates the selec- 
tion of a homestead not exceeding the 
value of five thousand dollars, and pro- 
vides no machinery for the selection of 
any homestead of greater value. Nor 
does it contemplate the selection as a 
omestead of an interest in certain 
property, worth more in the a 

to the extent of five thousand dollars. It 
requires that the de*laration shall con- 
tain “a description” of the property 
claimed as a homestead, and an esti- 
mate of the value of the property thus 
described. It is no more or less com- 
petent to select a certain number of 
acres, unlocated, within a larger tract, 
specifically described, than ‘to select 
$5,000 in value out of a tract specifi- 
cally described, and declared to be 
worth $8,000. The homestead must be 
described and estimated. Here, how- 
ever, there was no attempt to select as 
homestead five thousand dollars’ worth 
of a property valued at more than that 
sum, but $8,000 of real property, spe- 
cifically described, was selected and 
claimed under a statute which limits 
the selection to a specific tract vajued 
at $5,000. 

Section 1,265 of the Civil Code 
reads: “From and after the declara- 
tion is filed for record, the premises 
therein described constitute a home- 
stead.’ If their declaration was valid, 
then the defendants, the Juilliards, 
— eight thousand dollar home- 
tea 


True, if after the homestead has 
been selected, it shall increase in value, 
the excess may be reached by a judg- 
ment creditor. Perhaps, also, if the 
claimant has erroneously and without 
any fraud, underestimated the home- 
stead, the excess only can be reached 
by the creditor. But the sections of, 
the code (C. C., 1,245, 1,259) under 
which the judgment creditor takes 
proceedings, assume the “declaration” 
to show the value of the homestead 
not to exceed five thousand dollars. 
The application for the appointment 
of persons to appraise the value must 
s ate that the value of the homestead 
exceeds” (in the present) “the amount 
of the homestead exemption.” Re- 
spondent is driven to the proposition 
that the effect of the declaration is to 
create a “homestead” of the value of 
five thousand dollars (undivided) 
within the description of a tract esti- 
mated at eight thousand dollars—the 
extent and boundaries of the home- 
stead to be left undetermined until a 
creditor shall have commissioners ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

To uphold such a declaration would 
be to countenance an evasion of the re- 
quirements of the statutory system— 
in themselves simple and easily com- 
plied with. The Code compels a resort 
by the creditor to the provisions with 
respect to commissioners of appraise- 
ment, etc., only when the homestead 
has been selected according to law, 
and Section 1,263 uires that the 
selected homestead shall be specifically 
described by metes and courses, or 
other definite boundaries, and that the 
value of the homestead thus described 


edges, as a 
b te be acknowledged, 
and files for record a declaration con- 
taining a statement showing (1) that 
the person making it is the head of a 
family, (2) that he is residing on the 
premises and claims them as a home- 
stead, (3) a description of the prem- 
ises, and (4) an estimate of their cash 
value. From and after the filing for 
record of such a “declaration” the 
remises described in it hecome the 
omestead of the claimant, and the 
record of the declaration operates as 
notice of the selection to all the world. 
(Title V., Chap. II., C. C.) 

In the selection of a homestead there 
is no statutory limitations as to quan- 
tity or value. The law —＋ requives 
that the premises selected for that pur- 
pose shall be described, and that the 
value of the premises shall be esti- 
mated. To estimate is to judge and 
form an opinion of the value of a thing 
without actually measuring or weigh- 
ing—to compute or rate. 

e claimant, as head of a family, 
in the case in hand, strictly complied 
with the law in the selection of the 
homestead in controversy. He did all 
that the law required should be done 
to indicate his selection. Having 
shown residence on premises properly 
described, and selected according to 
law, what more could he do? He has 
done every act prescribed by the law 
to vest in him a right to a certain es- 
tate in his own property; and where 
that is the case, how can it be that the 
acts required by law are, when per- 
formed according to law, invalid or 

It is said that Section 1,260 of Title 
V. C. C., declares that a head of a 
family is only entitled to select and 
claim a homestead not exceeding in 
value five thousand dollars. But that 
does not invalidate a selection made 
according to law. As already shown, 
a — value of premises selected for 
a homestead is not necessary to the 
selection. Premises of ter or less 
value than five thousand dollars may 
be selected for the purpose, otherwise 
not a single lot of land exceeding in 
value that amount in a city or town 
could be selected at all. But that 
would defeat the® beneficent object of 
the framers of the Constitution, as ex-

pressed in Section 15, Article XI, 


which provides that the Legislature 
shall protect by law from forced sale 
a certain portion of the homestead 
and other property of all heads of 
families. To carry out that provi- 
sion of the Constitution the homestead 
law was passed, and, in reading sec- 
tion 1,260 in connection with the other 
provisions of the law, the object of the 
section would sgem to be to protect 
from forced sale a certain portion 
of the homestead premises which have 
been selected according to law. Em- 
emption, not selection, was, therefore, 
the object of Section 1,260 of the 
Civil Code. The entire property of 
remises selected as a homestead be- 
ongs to the owner, and is all subject 
to the claims of bis creditors, except 
such of it as may be exempted 
by law. Selection and exemption are, 
therefore, two different things. (Sub. 
3, Sea. 1,246, C. C.) Exemption is not 
an attribute of the homestead; it is 
only an incident. As in the case in 
hand, the homestead premises may ex- 
ceed the value of the exemption, but 
that excess does not invalidate the se- 
lection. The excess, although used in 
fact as homestead, is subject to the 
claim of crediters, and the law has 
rovided an ample remedy for enforc- 
ing them against it. (Secs. 1,245, 
1,259, C. C.) 

In its inception, then, or after ; 
the substance of a homestead is a par- 
cel of land on which the family reside. 
It is constituted by the attributes of 
residence and selection according to 
law. When these things exist so as to 
express its essence, the homestead be- 
comes an estate in the premises selected 
exempted by law from forced sale. The 
premises may be of greater or less value 
than the interest in them exempted by 
law. If less it may increase, but 
increase in value over the exemption 
only works diminution in quantity of 
the homestead. The excess in value, 
though it may be homestead in fact, is 
not the interest in the premises which 
is exempted from execution. It is, as 
part of the homestead, subject to the 
jus disponendi of the owner and the 
claims of his creditors. And where the

THE GRASS CROP. 


From all sources we hear the most 
astonishing statements of the prolific- 
ness of the grass crop. Perhaps it is 
more noticeable that it comes late, 
after many had become discouraged, 
and feared general ruin, and is the 
more thankfully received. We have 
the satisfaction of knowing that there 
will be abundant green feed late into 
the season, and that will be followed 
by immense deposits of dry feed that 
will carry the stock through to the 
next grass. Bee feed should also be 
plentiful, and we may look for a large 
honey crop. So all of our little rills 
that go to make our great prosperity 
are running full. 


On our first page is published this 
morning a decision of the Supreme 
Court affecting homesteads. In that 
decision it is held that property ex- 
ceeding the value of $5,000 cannot be 
homesteaded, and property that may 
have been of less value than the limit 
when homesteaded, when, by the nat- 
ural growth in values it exceeds the 
stipulated sum, the surplus may be 
reached by judgment creditors and a 
lien placed upon the property. As 
the object of a homestead is to secure 
to the family a home, a roof tree, it 
is important that proper legislation 
to secure that object be had. There 
are many places in this city and 
county that cannot now be homestead- 
ed by reason ot exceeding the limit, 
and there are many others that are 
jeopardized by increase of value, con- 
sequent upon the growth of the town 
and augmenting property values. The 
coming Législature will no doubt be 
asked to devise some means of pro- 
tecting the interests of the family 
against these conditions.

Hotel accommodations com- 
mensurate with the want of travel has 
become the want of the city, and to 
longer ignore it and fail to provide for 
the suitable entertainment of those we 
have invited and urged to visit us is 
to neglect one of our best interests and 
is shamefully ignoring the proprieties 
of the situation. We owe the courtesies 
of the host to the callers, and we can- 
not expect their favorable considera- 
tion if we are neglectful of their com- 
fort and wants. 

But we may look at this hotel matter 
in a purely business light—pecun- 
iarily if you will, and we shall 
find we are largely losers directly in 
not having rooms enough and good 
enough for the many tourists and 
invalids who have come and desired to 
remain with us. To ourcertain knowl- 
edge hundreds have felt compelled to 
seek accommodations in other places 
who desired to abide her. The Sierra 
Madre Villa, San Diego and Santa Bar- 
bara have been peopled during the 
winter by persons unable to obtain 
satisfactory accommodations here. 
And it has not been the fault of our 
landlords that people have been dis- 
appointed, but simply the fact of want 
of rooms of a suitable kind. This 
should not be allowed to continye a 
day longer than is necessary to erect 
more aud suitable accommodations 
for the large and rapidly grow- 
ing business that our situation 
and reputation is crowding upon us. 
We certainly have capital sufficient to 
give us all the hotels necessary, and it 
will be a sad commentary upon us if 
we allow another winter season to pass 
without having adequate room for any 
amount of travel. 

The hotel of our idea need not be 
an expensive structure. The main 
features desired are a good table kept 
cleanly, and light, clean, sunny rooms, 
and ample facilities for artificially 
warming up on the few chilly and 
rainy days we have. Extremely ex- 
pensive furniture and upholstery are 
not needed. The cheerfulness akin to 
home life is what the great majority of 
our visitors ask for,and it can provided 
without the enormous expense that 
is required in a Palace or a Baldwin 
hotel. And another point of consider- 
ation is the proper location of the ho- 
tel. It should not be flanked all 
around by business houses, but be re- 
moved from the turmoil of commerce, 
and occupy an eminence from which 
as much of the country as possible 
can be seen. Such places we have, 
and u hotel of ample dimensions once 
erccted upon the hill overlooking the 
city and valleys and the means of 
reaching it easily provided, there 
would be no lack of patronage for it, 
and the thousands of dollars that now 
slip through our fingers would remain 
here to enrich us all. Who is the pub- 
lic spirited capitalist that will earn 
money and the enduring thanks of the 
community by giving us the hotel 
that willsupply our present pressing 
wants? 


WHAT OUR BUTTER COSTS. 


In conversation with Messrs. Sey- 
mour & Johnson of the Grange Store, 
last evening, we endeavored to get an 
approximate statement of the amount 
of butter imported into this city from 
the north during the past four months. 
Their judgment is that the imports 
have amounted to the enormous amount 
of 11,000 pounds per week, or 561,000 
pounds since December 1, 1881. They 
give as an average price 33 cents per 
pound, amounting in the aggregate 
to $63,710 00. This, let it be borne 
in mind, is but for choice roll butter, 
and does not include firkin butter or 
roll butter in pickle, of which large 
amounts ure being received. And to 
the above we must not forget to 
add our local production. When 
all is added up it would show 
an expenditure in the past four months 
of not less than one hundred thousand 
dollars for the one item of butter. 
The facts should be an incentive to any 
man who understands the business to 
engage in dairying. There is no dan- 
ger of overdoing the business. We 
can increase our domestic production 
a hundred fold without overstocking 
the market. As we have the freight 
in our favor and express freight at 
that, we could command all the eastern 
trade, which now by reason of our in- 
ability to supply orders is largely sent 
over our head to San Francisco. We 
hear of one order of eight tons of but- 
ter being sent from San Francisco to 
Deming, N. M., recently by express! 
Our climate 1s favorable for the pro- 
duction of grasses and the manipula- 
tion of the cream, and while this is so 
the trade should not be allowed to go 
by us. 


In our notice of the Council pro- 
ceedings of Saturday evening, we 
omitted to mention editorially, as we 
had intended, the introduction by 
Councilman Cohen of his resolution 
for the removal of the Chinese beyond 
the fire limits of the city. We con- 
gratulate Mr. Cohen on his finally 
taking the only legitimate and consti- 
tutional step to rid the center of the 
city of this Chinese pest, and the pub- 
lic on the sanitary and commercial im- 
portance of the measure.

The ones most 
deeply interested were Messrs. Schie- 
bel, Gerkins, Guerrero and Alvarez 
who, through their counsel, Mr. God- 
frey, set up objections and filed affi- 
davits that they could not get justice in 
this township or any other, excepting 
Anaheim Township, on account of bias 


on the part of the people in said town- 
ships in favor of the Sunday law. They 
therefore prayed that Justice Buster 
make an order that these cases be trans- 
ferred to that place for trial. Judge 
Holloway, counsel for the State, took 
issue with Mr. Godfrey on the point 
raised of bias, and claimed that 
there was no law for Justice 
Buster making such an order, as 
far as the inhabitants of the township 
were concerned, for if such a precedent 
were established a murderer could with 
just as much propriety come and claim 
the same privilege, on the ground that 
the people of this township were in fa- 
vor of upholding the law against the 
shedding of human blood, or the thief 
could come and object on the score that 
the people were in favor of enforcing the 
law against thieves. He commented 
very forcibly on the plea set up that the 

defendants could not get justice any- 
where except at Anaheim, where, he 
stated, the people openly declared they 

would not convict a man under this law, 

and claimed that it was to the honor of 
the county that the defense they assert- 

ed were in favor of upholding the law. 

He also denounced in unstinted terms 

the so-called League of Freedom for 

their attempts to resist and nullify the 

law of our State. After the counsel for 

the State had concluded his argument 

against granting a change of venue, the 

counsel, for the defendants interposed 

all legal quibbles and chicanery they 

were masters of for the purpose of induc- 

ing the Judge to order a chatige of venue 

to Anaheim,and when the Judge took the 

case under consideration for a few 

minutes, they so far transgressed the 

rules of practice and courtesy as to 

threaten the Judge in open court that if 

he did not do as they wished they 

would sue him and compel him to do 

so. The opinion of our people is that if 

Judge Buster had given them their des- 

erts he would have committed counsel 

for defense for contempt of court. Judge 

Buster, notwithstanding their bulldoz- 

ing, ordered them to appear for trial be- 

fore Judge Bently, at Compton.

PEOPLE VS. COUCH. 


The Defendant is Found Guilty of 
Mauslauxhter. 
This case was resumed yesterday at 9 
a. M., being the third day of trial. = 
The following witnesses were sworn 
and examined for the defense: Lorenzo 
Fogle, Alice Couch (re-called) James 
Thompson, Nicolas Couch (the defend- 
ant, sworn in his own behalf), G. W.

The following witnesses were sworn 
and examined for the defense in re- 
buttal: Katy Wheedon (re-called). and 
Dr. J. H. Lathrop. 

The evidence in regard to Smith Crab- 
tree knocking Couch’s mother down on 
the ground during the fracas was con- 
tradictory, the witness for the cu- 
tion testifying that the deceased did not 
strike her at all; he merely pushed her 
from him, she having lai th hands 
on his shoulders. The witnesses for the 
defense testified that Crabtree did knock 
Mrs. Couch down. There was also con- 
siderable conflict in the testimony as to 
whether Mrs. Couch’s face exhibited a 
bruise after the alleged knocking down. 
There was also considerable testimony 
seeking to impeach the character of sev- 
eral of the witnesses for both the de- 
fense and the prosccution for truth and 
veracity. 

District Attorney Brown spoke for 
the prosecution, and Walter D. Ste- 

henson and R. F. DeValle for the de- 
ense. 

The jury retired at 4:30 Pp. u., and re- 
turned in one hour with a verdict of 
guilty of manslaughter. The prisoner 
was quite agitated at the result, while 
his relatives could not restrain their 
tears. Next Monday at 10 a. Mu. was 
the time set for sentence. After the 
jury was discharged his mother broke 
out in moans. The prisoner said, If 
I've got to go to State’s prison, it's all 
right. His wife seemed to bear her 
sorrow unmoved, and went home with 
her baby. The limit is ten years im- 
prisonment at the State's prison.
